1 recently received a mailing from the Saclimann for Congress campaign that contained a letter 
soliciting suppoi-t and mor_ey for Michele Bachmann. Copies of the letter, enclosures and 
envelope are enclosed. The letterhead at the top read "Renee Doyle," who is president of 
Ed Watch, a tax-exempt, nonprofit organization in Minnesota. The address, phone number and 
lnternet website for Edwatch was listed at the bottom of the front of the letter, as part of the 
letterhead. EdWztch is the only address listed on the letter; there is no address for Doyle 
anywhere on the letter. In the text of the letter, Doyle repeatediy refers to EdWatch, further 
implying that the solicitation is on behalf of the organization. On the back of the letter, it states 
that it was "Prepared and paid for by Bachmann for Congress Committee. P.O. Box, Blaine, 
MN." This. again, appears to be an endorsement of a congressional candidate by EdWatch, a 
nonprofit, tax-exempt organization. 

As a tax-esempt, nonprofit 501 C3 organization, EdWatch is prohibited from engaging in partisan 
political fundraising and endorsements. Yet this inailing clearly is a solicitation for financial and 
political support for a Republican candidate for Congress from Ed Watch. Furthermore, I suspect 
the mailing list used for this targeted soliciiation came from EdWatch, as this is the only place 
iny address could have conceivably been available to the Baclunann for Congress campaign. 1 
have purchased materials fiom EdWatch using this address but have never contributed to a 
Bachmann campaign. If EdWatch did: in fact: provide the Bachmann for Congress campaign 
with its mailing list or mailing labeis, that would appear to be another violation of federal 
election laws. 

Thank you very much for ycjur prompt attention to this matter. Please advise me as to the 
progress of your investigation of my complaint.
